2. The objection to the oath/declaration is withdrawn in view of applicant's submission of 
new oath/declaration filed on 1 1/02/2006. 

3. The objections to the specification are withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment. 

4. The objections to claims 4, 7, 12 and 15 are withdrawn in view of applicant's 
amendment. 

5. The rejection under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 and 10-1 1 of copending Application No. 10/76551 1 to 
claims 1-1 1 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment and remarks/arguments. 

6. The rejection under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, to claims 7 and 15 is withdrawn in view 
of applicant's amendment and remarks/arguments. 

7. The rejection under 35 USC 101 to claims 1-15 is withdrawn in view of applicant's 
amendment and remarks/arguments. 

8. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Birum et al (US PGPUB

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

14. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, updating said non- volatile memory items from said non-volatile 
memory item values stored in the software load on said wireless device; and writing said 
software identifier to said unique identifier item as substantially recited in independent claims 1, 
9 and 10. 

The closest cited prior arts, the combination of Birum (U.S. 2003/0221 189) and Moore 
(U.S. 2002/0078142) teaches a method of dynamically managing non-volatile memory items in a 
wireless device. However, the combination of Birum (U.S. 2003/0221 189) and Moore (U.S. 
2002/0078142) fails to teach updating said non-volatile memory items from said non- volatile 
memory item values stored in the software load on said wireless device; and writing said 
software identifier to said unique identifier item as substantially recited in independent claims 1, 
9 and 10; and as pointed out by the applicant's remarks/arguments on pg. 9, par. 2 to pg. 10, par. 
5.
